The serious firiancial situation 
fronting CNRRA_ Was discussed 
at a meeting of the Committee of 
the UNRRA Couticil for the Far 
East, at which the. United King- 
dom représeritative, PJ.H, Stent, 
‘reported that thé’ implementation 
of UNRRA's China programme 
had been advetstly affected by 
lack of funds, dnd expressed a 
hope that the Chinese Govern- 
ment would grant. more financial 
aid to CNRRA in future. 

Mr, Stent sdiid that CNRRA's 


methods of finding sources of in- | 


come could be improved by re- 
garding proceeds from sales of 
relief, supplies as a secondary 
rather than the primary source,. 
Dr, C. M. Li, the Chinese ak- 
legato, painted, a vivid picture of 
UNRRA's difficulties in eqrrying 
out its China programme, citing 


respecially the serious shortage of 


transportation - facilities aid high 
joperating costs, These difficulties.

- Historic’ Origin * 
"But to go back to: eaeitigs 
Its name: the ‘Strand. . This 
means just what it, says, for 
since the very infancy’ of Lon- 
don there: was ‘this highway 
running along the ‘strand or 
shore. of the River Thames. 
Until the Greut Fire of 1666, 
whose 2ftermath* thrust build- 
ing westwards, the'Strand was 
a mere road leading~--out of 
‘London, and fater a link: be- 
tween the, City’ itself and the 
vourt ot Westminster. For 
three centuries it was to Lon- 
don’ what the Corso is to Rome: 
a street of palaces. Here were the 
houses. of great noblemen and 
prelates: Essex House, Durbam 
House, ‘York House, Northum- 
beriand House, the Palace of 
the Savoy.
